"Recent drspetehea having appeared in 
the newspapers to the effect that since 
January 1, 18tf9, two hundred national 
banks have failed, the following state 
tnent has bneu prepared that the public 
may be properly informed: J 

Instead of 8O0 having e.loaed thett 
doors, 105 have gone Into tho hand* of 
Um ooutroller of the currenov. Four- 
teen of this number have already re- 
snmed business under favorable condi- 
tions and eecure the OOn fide not of the 
eommunitioa whem located and daring 
the ensuing week It is said MVOnll Oth- 
era will hare the requirements of tb« 
oontroller and reopen, while prior t<- 
Septambar 1. on equal -number will re- 
sume. Out of the totaJ of 105 closed, 
but 37 have gone Into the hand.'- of re- 
ceiver*, the bnlauce either having re- 
opened or are still in the hands of ex- 
aminers, with strong prospect* of re- 
opening.
